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Dr. Edward H. Bartlett Called To His 


Long Home 
Dr. Edward H. Bartlett died at the 
residence of his son-in-law, Mr. James 
L. Pollock, at Oakland, Md., at eight 
o'clock Thursday evening, October the 
2nd, 1915, in the eighty-third year of his 


age. While it had been painfully clear 


for several years that he was in declin- 
ing health, the end was hastened as the 
culmination of a stroke of paralysis of 
more than two weeks duration. 

He was a son of George and Caroline 
Harper Bartlett, of Matanzas, in the 
Island of Cuba, and was born there July 
the Sth, 1831. Mr. George Bartlett, 
father of the subject of this mention, 
was an extensive coffee and sugar pro- 
ducer in Cuba, When eleven yeats old 
young Edward H. Bartlett was sent to 
the United States to begin school at 
Roxburg, Massachusetts. Subsequently 
he entered St. Mary's College, Balti- 
more, Md., where a diploma of gradua- 
tion was conferred upon him in 1850, 
After this he matriculated at the med- 
ical department of Yale and graduated 
there in 1855. Following the last grad 
uation he became Assistant Demonstra 
tor of Anatomy in the College of Yale 
In 1857 he was married to Miss Jane 
Armstrong of New York, and returned 
to the ancestral home in Cuba Iu 
children were born of this marriage 
Charles, who died in infancy, and Alice 
E., now Mrs. Rodgers, of Alton, Lilinois, 
In 1559 the mother of these two children 
died. 

The subject of this sketch was of 
Spanish lineage and tracings of that 
heritage were transmitted in his per- 
sonality, Aftera long term otf skilled 
practice the pursuit of medicine ceased

Dr. Bartlett was Secretary and Ex- 
aminer of the public schools of Garrett 
county for a number of terms and after 
a retirement of a few years was again 
reappointed, and his acknowledged qual 
ifications and pre-eminent fitness 
brought to that important trust an 
ability and a thoroughness unsurpassed 
in any educational department of the 
State, 

Dr. Bartlett was commissioned by 
President Cleveland postmaster of Oal 
land and he continued to fill that office 
to the close of its term in the Harrison 
administration 

In polities, Dr. Bartlett was, from an 
enlightened conviction, an uncompromi 
ing Democrat, and was often caHed on to 
represent his party upon the political 
hustings. teing an enthusiastic admi 
rer of Mr. Bryan, the eloquent Com 
moner of the West, when this gifted 
chief first championed the Nation for 
the presidency, the Doctor put on a white 
cravat, emblematic of the staink 
leader he followed, with the vow never 
to cease wearing that color until Mr 
Bryan became president Three time 
Mr. Bryan went down in a National ce 
feat, but the Doctor was true to hi 
vow and wore the white cravat to the 
last of his life, Dr. Bartlett was a 
gentleman. With his high intellectual 
acquirements enriched by an exceptional 
familliarity with the classics, he was 
not only a conversationalist of entrane 
ing charms but a writer of fluent flow 
and graceful diction. He wasa life-long 
member of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, deeply [groundea in a clear 
knowledge of its canons and traditions, 
coming down to him from the saints 

In a clear, tranquil autumnal after 
noon of the Lord's Day, October the 
Sth, 1915, there was an overtlow out 
pouring of every class and creed who 
knew him and loved him, with bowed 
heads and moistened eyes, packed in and 
about the little church Dr. Bartlett had 
contributed so largely to erect and main- 
tain, listening to an impressive render 
ing of the matchless ritual time honored 
and beautiful, for the burial of the dead 
of the Protestant Episcopal church, by 
the Rector, the Rev. Mr. Shearer At 
the conclusion of the services in the 
church, the Masonic Order, in bright 
regalia and with imposing drill, bore the

It {s also true that the develop- 
ment of the fungi producing apple 
rots is checked to a great extent by 
storage. Freedom from such troubles, 
however, is so dependent upon tha 
carefulness in handling the frult dum 
ing the picking and packing, that tha 
better orchardists will always be but 
little troubled with losses through 
these causes 

Also, indirectly, cold storage tends 
to promote a higher order of orchard« 
ing by teaching the grower better se. 
lection; better methods of culture;

SAVE ALL THE ALFALFA SEED 


Side Delivery “Rower” or “Bunchert 
Has Been Perfected That Any 
Blacksmith Can Make. 

The heaviest loss in. cuiting a seed 
crop of alfalfa with an ordinary mow. 
er comes from shattering by tha 
wheels and tramping of the horses 
over the last cut swath. To avoid this 
loss a side delivery “rower’ or 
“buncher” has been perfected and is 
now on the market. One may eastly 
be made by any blacksmith at com- 
paratively small cost, says the Farm 
ers’ Mail and Breeze. Twelve or fif- 
teen iron rods of proper length, bent 
as shown and fastened to the back of 
the sickle bar, is all there is to it. 
The bunching device on the inner end 
may or may not be used. . Where thia

Dr. M. Bates Stephens, State Super- 
intendent of Education, said today that

Board of Education and other items by 
a special tax or appropriation. Under 


| the present plan there isa levy of 164 


cents for the public schools, out of the 
proceeds of which about $225,000 is 
taken for normal and high schools and 
other purposes before the Comptroller 
makes the distribution to the city and 
counties of school mone A slight in 
crease in the State tax rate would enable 
the school system to accomplish a greater 
work 

In the letter sent to leading taxpayers 
and patrons in the counties before the 
holding ofj,the educational rallies Dr. 
Stephens directs special attention to the 
fact ‘‘that all the school education 5 
per cent, of the children in your county 
receive islobtained at the public schwol."’ 
As the graduates of the high hools 
form but a very small eerie of 
pupils enrolled, it is upon the eler 








school that the burden of the aa of 
State education falls.

STATE ROADS COMMIS- 
SION WINS SUIT HERE 


Judge Henderson Upholds Decision of 
the Lower Court Against Frostburg 
Water Company. 


Before Judge R. R. Henderson Mon 
day, the case of the Maryland State 
Roads Commission against four em- 
ployes of the Frostburg Water Company 

came up on appeal, the lower court 
having fined the four defendants $25 
each for tearing up the State road with- 
out a permit ata point west of Frost 
burg just beyond the county line to lay 
water pipes. The water company had 
appealed to the circuit court against 
this decision. 

Judge Henderson sustained the lower 
court and imposed the original fine of 
$25 on each defendant—$100 in all, with 
costs. 

This case established a precedent 
and is considered most important by the 
State Roads Commission. It practically 
carries with it the higher court's decision 
that the state roads cannot be torn up 
without a permit and that the commis- 
sion has a right to superintend the lay- 
ing of pipes on its roads in every case. 

For the appellants, Watson, 
of Frostburg, contended that the State 
couldn’t show title to the roads, but 
Judge Henderson decided that this had 
no bearing on the case
